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REMARKS 

The application has been reviewed in light of the final Office Action dated June 23, 2004. 
Claims 1-68 were pending, with claims 1 and 12 in independent form. By this Amendment, 
Applicants have canceled claims 1-3, 5,7, 8, 10, 12-14, 16, 18, 1 9 and 21, without disclaimer or 
prejudice to Applicants' right to pursue ihe claims in one or more continuation applications, and 
amended claims 4, 6, 9, 11 , 15, 17, 20, 22, 23, 26, 40, 42-48, 57, 60, 63 and 66 into independent 
form. Accordingly, claims 4, 6, 9, 11, 15, 17, 20 and 22-68 are pending, with claims 4, 6, 9, 11, 
1 5, 17, 20, 22, 23, 26, 40, 42-48, 57, 60, 63 and 66 being in independent form. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 12-14 and 16 were rejected under 35 IJ.S.C. § 102(b) as purportedly 
anticipated by Japanese Patent Publication No. Hei 10-91294 (Kohurna et aL). Claims 7, 8, 10, 
1 8, 19 and 21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly unpatentable over Kohama in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 5,764,864 lo Sujiia. Claims 4, 6, 9, 1 1 , 1 5, 1 7, 20, 22-68 were objected 
to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but, according to the Office Action, would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitation of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

By this Amendment, Applicants have canceled claims 1-3, 5, 7, 8, 10, 12-14, 16, 1 8, 19 
and 21, and amended claims 4, 6, 9, 1 1, 1 5 ? 17, 20, 22, 23, 26, 40, 42-48, 57, 60, 63 and 66 into 
independent form including all of the limitation of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that the application is now in condition for 
allowance.
